Description  of  Project  As  part  of  a county  wide  refuse  disposal  system,  Broadwater 

County  is  implementing  a 40-yard  refuse  container  transfer  program.  The 

program  currently  consists  of  four  container  sites  at  Dry  Creek,  Radersburg, 
Toston,  and  Winston.  Solid  Wastes  are  deposited  in  the  containers  which  are 
subsequently  hauled  for  landfill  disposal.  The  comments  attached  summarize 
the  potential  environmental  impacts  from  the  system.  Completed  applications 
and  site  maps  are  availabe  for  inspection  in  the  office  of  the  Solid  Waste 
Management  Bureau.

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POTENTIAL  IMPACT  ON  PHYSICAL  ENVIRONMENT 


1 . Terrestrial  and  aquatic  life  and  habitats  - The  refuse  container  system 
consists  of  small  sites,  approximately  one  acre  in  size,  which  will  be 
used  for  public  disposal  areas.  Since  the  sites  are  generally  located 
near  populated  areas  and  are  relatively  small,  there  will  be  little  im- 
pact to  most  terrestrial  animal  and  plant  species.  Certain  small  animals 
species,  such  as  ground  squirrels,  may  relocate  as  a result  of  increased 
acitvity  in  the  vicinity  of  the  sites. 

5.  Aesthetics  - With  proper  maintenance,  there  will  be  little,  if  any, 
adverse  affects  on  aesthetic  values.  In  certain  cases,  the  program  will 
replace  less  suitable  solid  waste  disposal  or  storage  facilities  and  will 
actually  cause  positive  aesthetic  improvements . More  convenient  disposal 
facilities,  such  as  the  40-yard  sites,  should  encourage  greater  use  of 
approved  systems  and  result  in  less  indiscriminate  roadside  dumping. 

8 . Demands  on  environmental  resources  of  land,  water,  air  and  energy  - 
Small  parcels  of  land  will  be  set  aside  for  use  as  container  sites.  Since 
most  were  previously  used  as  disposal  locations  or  not  in  productive  use, 
there  will  be  a minimal  loss  of  potentially  valuable  land  resources. 

Energy  resources  will  be  somewhat  redistributed.  In  some  cases,  in- 
dividual citizens  will  have  less  distance  to  travel  to  reach  approved 
disposal  sites,  representing  a net  saving  in  fossil  fuels.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  transfer  truck  will  use  some  additional  fuels.  The  net  increase 
or  decrease  in  consumption  should  be  relatively  insignificant.

10.  Demands  for  government  services  The  container  program,  as  a county 
operation,  will  employ  one  individual  as  transfer  truck  driver.  Maintenance 
of  containers  and  sites  will  require  some  additional  government  services.

14.  Transportation  networks  and  traffic  flows  - Local  traffic  patterns  will 
change  somewhat  in  the  vicinity  of  the  40-yard  container  sites . The  change 
should  not  cause  adverse  affects,  however. 
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
